Piling places were 
the rendezvous of all sorts of char¬ 
acters that men would not wish their 
wives and daughters to meet. Vulgar 
and obscene stiries were said t)o fill 
the air, and wimen were considered by 
some to be lacking in modesty in de¬ 
sire to go there. 

Women’s suggestions that perhaps 
their presence might make a change 
even in a polling booth, met the grand 
“ha, ha,” and was further proof that 
women did not know what they were 
talking about if they thought the poll¬ 
ing places could ever be other than 
they were at that ti/me. 

Besides the business conducted at 
the polls was serious business. It 
concerned money, value, property. It 
concerned traffic of which the women 
might not approve. Women never 
would realize that property must not 
be interfered with, even if proven that 
such property rights were a disad¬ 
vantage to the homes. If the two 
conflicted, so much the worse for the 
fi omes. Women never would under¬ 
stand the exigencies of business. 

Cartoons showing' women knitting 
at the polls in an atmosphere >of to¬ 
bacco smoke, and suggestive of many 
just the funniest things imaginable, 
and proved conslusively that women 
and politics—especially voting—could 
not mix 

On Monday, October 25th the polls 
presented an entirely different picture 
to those who glanced into them. In 
more than one, no doubt, could be 
seen women calmly knitting perhaps, 
but the tobacco smike was not in 
evidence nor was there any suggestion 
of any word which would injure the 
thoughts of a child. Had the picture 
been thrown on the screen ten years 
ago it would have raised loud and 
prolonged laughter. But so quickly 
dio we accomlmodate ourselves to the 
inevitable that the reality has hardly 
raised a comment. Truly the pro¬ 
phecy of women that they would 
“clean up” the polls has been fulfilled. 

They have also said that they 
would clean 

house-cleaning being their especial 
forte. But men' Continue to insist 
that politics cannot be cleaned up. 
They insist, too, that women are emo¬ 
tional rather than judicial, and wifi 
vote as their emotions dictate and not 
according to their judgment. 

Now your scribe watched a number 
receiving ballots and depositing their 
votes. Several Imen -Were heard ti 
say. “It don’t matter-which way you 
vote,” but never a woman said that, 
men, perhaps, for they are not so 
used to the methods of voting, but 
women knew what they were voting 
for (as nearly as they could with the 
issue so clouded as it was) and de¬ 
monstrated that they were voting 
their convictions. Whether their de¬ 
cisions were the result of their emo¬ 
tions or their reasons, they were the 
result of much careful tho<l%ht. 

But .whether women will be able to 
effect a real lnouse-cleaning in the 
province and the dominion remains 
to be sen. At present her influence 
in matters political extends hardly 
further than the polls. The present 
members of our law-making bodies 
were placed in those positions by the 
votes of imen. They were placed 
there to represent men, and by the

eminent itself is rather unusual, even 
in this country where we are accus¬ 
tomed to almost anything. If the 
government has no authority over this 
strangely created body it is high time 
it created some for itself by Act of 
Parliament. Meanwhile, until such 
time as the commission finds is con¬ 
venient. the former order re freight 
and passenger rates stands Even 
when the commission finds’ time to 
hear the appeal it is by no means 
likely anything will be done. The 
chances are about a hundred to lone 
against its repealing its former order. 
Judges, umpires and arbitrators rarely 
reverse their own decisions. 


In No Hurry 

The railway commission, it now ap¬ 
pears, does not intend to order sus¬ 
pension of the new freight rate pend¬ 
ing review tof the case as ordered by 
the government. The chairman re- 
announced that the commission will 
take the matter up as soon as it can 
get around to it, but in view of the 
fact that a large number of other 
cases are scheduled for consideration 
it will probably be some time before 
the freight rate case is reached, and 
in the meantime, he believes the rail¬ 
roads should be allowed to collect the 
increased rates granted in the order 
handed down in September. The 
chairman’s idea seems to be that the 
govei -'out has no authority to do 
more than make suggestions to the 
commission in matters which that 
body has considered and acted on in 
its wiisdom. In such light he regards 
the recent ruling of the Cabinet that 
the .commission should review the 
freight rates case. The spectacle of 
a body created by the government 
having more authority than the gov-
